x Hat Your Petitioner having been Clem of one of the Troops of His Majeſties Life 

F Guard, Commanded by the Right Honourable Charles Lord Gerard «+ That Your 
Petitioner, by reaſon of his faid Employment, did Advance great Sums of Money 
2} unto the ſaid Lord Gerard, and that Troop of Guard : That the Souldiers cf the 
ex id Troop of Guards calling unto Your Petitioner for Moneys, Your Petitioner 61d 
demand of the faid Lord Gerard, the Money whch he paid unto the Lord Gerard, and his Or- 
der : But the faid Lord Gerard did refuſe to paythe ſaid Moneys, or Accompt with Your Peti-

tioner, unleſs Your Petitioner would agree and alow, That great Sams ſhould he exacted out of 
the Pay of the ſaid Troop, amounting to 1wo tharſard pornds a Year more than the juit Pay be- 
longing unto the ſaid Lora Gerard, as Captain. 

That the faid Lord Gerard hath exalted wo 'houſand pourds a Year ont of the Pay of tire 
ſaid Troop, for Six Years; and hath fold the Gentlemens places of the Guarus,and the Farriers, 
Marſha], and Chirurgeons places, for great Sums of Moncy, contrary to all Law, and contrary to 
thelate Orders made by His Majeſty and Counci}, for the Government of the Guard. . 

That upon Your Petitioners refafing to Comply with the ſaid Lord Gerard, to Defraud and 
Deceive both His Majeſty and His Souldiers of their Pay, the fatd Lord Gerard did Threaten 
Your Petitioner with utter Ruine,and his whole Family ; and did toll Your Petitioner, hat if he 
ever ſpake, or revea'd the Advaniages of the Profits of the fjaid Troop, and would not Comply with his 
Lorcſhips deſires, he would Rip up his Guts, and could now Hans tim 5, for that be was now a General, 
and conid Hang and Draw, and none conid meſtion vim. Upon which Threats, Your Petitioner 
being atraid of his Arbitrary power, was forced to withdraw himſelf nntil the meeting of the 
Parliament ; but Your Petitioner fent him a juſt Accompt by Your Petitioners Clerk. 

Thar the ſaid Lord Gerard perceiving that there was great Sums of Money due, and would be

which was laid infor the ſupport of his Wife and Children; and open Your Petitioners Cloſet 
and Boxes ; and 1d Commit and carry away Your Petitioners Clerk priſoner to the Marſhal of 
the Guard, he being no Souldier, by a Military force ; and threaten Your Petitioners Wife, 
"frighten Your Petitioners Children ; and fwore, God-dammn hin, He would fire the Houſe, if Your 
Petttioners Wife d7d not deliver all Books and Writings whatſoever unto his Lordſhip. And the faid 
Lord Gerard, witha number of Souldiers, did ſeize on all Books, Writings, Files of Acquittan- 
ces, Papers of Accompts, containing all the faid Accompts, Tranſactions and Affairs between the 
{aid Lord Gerard.and allo concerning other Matters between other perſons.and Your Petitioner z 
and did carry away the fame, and {ti} doth detain the greateſt part thereof, and the reſt thereof 
hath burnt, torn, imbezeled, and obliterated, without due courſe of Law, and contrary to the 
Rights of a Free-born Subject, and to Your Petitioners utter Ruine, if not Relieved by Your 


Honours, who are the only Hopes and Protectors of the Commons of England, whoſe Repreſen- 
tative You are. 


May it pleaſe Your Honours, That foraſmuch as Tous Petitioner is a poor Commoner, and his Lordſhip a very 
weed perſon, aud that Your Petitroner 75 not alle to Conteſt wth a Peer, his 1.ordſhip ſtanding npon his 
Priviledge, moſt humbly beſeecheth Your Howours, tn take his ſad Caſe into Your ſerious Conſideration , which 
may fall to be the lot of any Commuoner under the Tyranny of a great Lord; aad order the HJearing of the 
ſaid Grievances, as Tour Honours in Tour Wiſdom ſhall think.: eAnd that all Books, and other Writings be- 
longing to Your Petitioner, and now in the hands, poſſeſſion or power of the ſaid Lord Gerard, or h#s Souldiers, may 
be delroered to him Your Petitioner ; and that husClerk,, and other Witneſs, may-be protetied againſt the Ille- 
gal praiiices of the ſaid Lord Gerard, 


And Your Petitioner { as in Duty bound ) ſhall pray. 


That Your Petitioner ( coming to deliver the above Petition ) was ſeized onby the Marſhal 
of the Guard, and others ; who, in an inhumane manner, wounded Your Petitioner, tore Your 
Petitioners Cloaths, and forc'd him into a Coach, and would not let Your Petitioner know 
wither he was going, nor ſhew any Warrant; but pretended my Lord Generals Order for 
Treaion ; The iaid Marſhal alſo forced away Your Petitioners Clerk in the like manner. 
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
